Amendment to Budget Bill ltem 5225-001-0001 and Addition of Iltem 5225-490, Support,
and Statutory Changes, California Department of Corrections and Rehabilitation

Statewide Correctional Video Surveillance Continuation—It is requested that

Iltem 5225-001-0001 be increased by $17,251,000 one-time and $201,000 ongoing to
support the installation of fixed video cameras at ten institutions consistent with the
Statewide Correctional Video Surveillance Continuation Budget Change Proposal
(BCP) included in the 2022-23 Governor’s Budget. This adjustment is needed to reflect
revised cost estimates that were identified as a part of a more detailed assessment of
infrastructure needs that was completed after the release of the Governor’s Budget.

Contract Reappropriation and Technical Adjustments—It is requested that

Item 5225-490 be added to reappropriate $224,000 from Item 5225-001-0001, Budget
Act of 2021 to complete the purchase of a tracking system for individuals with
disabilities associated with the 2021-22 Armstrong Court Compliance Continuation BCP
(see Attachment 1). This request also includes net-zero technical adjustments to
correctly align resources across various California Department of Corrections and
Rehabilitation programs.

Community Corrections Performance Incentive Fund Stabilization—It is requested that
statutory changes be adopted to appropriate $122,829,397 from the General Fund to
the State Community Corrections Performance Incentives Fund, established pursuant to
Penal Code section 1233.6, for the community corrections program for three years.
These changes would establish the same level and allocation of funding specified in
Chapter 80, Statutes of 2021 (AB 145) through 2024-25. The existing statutory formula is
based on year-to-year prison revocation metrics and is intended to serve as a financial
incentive for probation departments successfully keeping individuals on probation from
returning to state prison. Due to various effects of the COVID-19 pandemic, the existing
formula based on revocation data is greatly complicated by factors beyond county



probation departments’ control. Providing payments based on current statutory
requirements could impact individual counties unrelated to their performance.
Therefore, use of the existing methodology would be inconsistent with the intent of the
grant program.
